The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

In claim 20, lines 5-6, -is not photosensitive and-- has been inserted between "layer" and 
"consists".. 

In claim 21, line 3, -being non-photosensitive and- has been inserted between "layer," 
and "consisting". 

In claim 22, lines 4-5, -being non-photosensitive and- has been inserted between 
"layer," and "consisting". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Nojiri, Taylor, Tanaka, and Lipson have been cited to teach acrylic resin-containing 
compositions to that of layer (A) as claimed, but these resins are each photosensitive. Koike has 
been cited as rendering obvious the deposition of a layer (A) which need not be photosensitive 
and a photosensitive layer on top of it before exposing to light, developing and baking. 
However, it does not, alone or in combination with the other references, fairly teach or suggest 
that the composition of the lower layer is a non-photosensitive layer of the claimed composition. 

Therefore, the prior art of record does not fairly teach or suggest depositing a non- 
photosensitive layer (A) consisting essentially of an acrylic polymer with the claimed molecular 
weight and acid number, a fluorescent substance, a ethylenically unsaturated compound with the 
claimed viscosity, and the claimed concentration of a polymerization inhibitor and photosensitive 
layer (B) on top of layer (A), exposing the layers to light, and then developing and baking the 
layers.
